Before sentence was . pronounced, 
Mayo,'whose matrimonial status was re- 
vealed in 1915 through tke suicide of 
Lillian Cook, a 16-year-old stenographer 
in his plant at New Haven, he listened 
toa scathing arraignment of his past by 
Assistant District Attorney Hugo ,Wint- 
ner, who prosecuted him. The prosecu- 
tor, among other things,, referred to 
Mayo as ‘*a vicious and criminal Don 
Juan,”” and &lso said that he had shown 
no penitence,’ and that there was noth- 
ing in Ms case which should. mitigate 
the punishment.

Mayo was brought into court with fif- 
teen other malefactors who were to be 
seritenced for various crimes, including 
murder and burglary, and he sat with 
them in the prisoners’ inclosure.

Gregsed and in sharp contrast with the 
other prisoners. He retained the smiling 
attitude that characterized him during

The final decree in the sugar case says 
that sufficient of the allegations of the 
original petition ‘‘ have been proved to 
entitle the complainant to a ‘decree as 
herein provided: 

‘*That the American Sugar Refining 
Company and certain other defendant 
corporations were, when the petition 
was filed and had been for some time 
theretofore, engaged in an unlawfyl com- 
bination and conspiracy to restrain trade 
and commerce among the several States 


with foreign nations in refined sugar, 
and to monopolize the same; but during 
the pending of the action the defend- 
ants, the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany and the other defendant corpora- 
tions have abandoned their combina- 
tion and conspiracy to restrain trade 
and commerce and to monopolize the 
same, and have ceased to carry on their 
business pursuant thereto.’’

Letter Forms of Three Kinds to 
_ ‘Supplant the Old System. 


ADOPTION 


SEEK GENERAL 


Authority to Pay, the Irrevocable 
_ and the Confirmed Irrevocable 
Are. Drafted. 


A uniform set of letter of credit in- 
struments, with lations. defining 
their use and the "Tegal interpretation 
to be plaeed on their various provisions, 
has been devised by the American 
Bankers’: Commercial. Credit Confer- 
ence. An attempt willbe made to have 
these new forms adopted to the ex- 
clusion of all others by American. banks 
engaged in issuing commercial credits. 

The old forms of letters of credit are 
to be discarded because of their lack 
of uniformity as between banks and of 
proper -definition of the rights and H- 
abilities of the parties to the credit 
arrangements. ' They have caused no 
and of controversy and litigation in the 
past two years when the world-wide 
drop. in prices and foreign exchanges 
led to wholesale cancellation of orders 
and deranged international commerce. 

The preparation. of the new credit 
forms was entrusted to a committee of 
the American Acceptance Council, 
known as the Committee of Commercial 
Credits. The letter of credit is defined 
as a document issued by a bank in 
favor ofthe seller whereby» the bank 
guarantees that it or some other bank 
will accept or buy the exporter’s drafts, 
provided the shipping papers he hands 
to the bank confform with the condi- 
tions or thé credit. The buyer in whose 


behalf the credit is opened agrees to 
reimburse the bank for its outlay. The 
proposed standard letter of credit 
forms provide for three kinds of credit 
as follows: 

1. The authority to. pay, which will 
merely be an advice, and not an under- 
taking of the bank, to honor the seller's 
drafts. It will give him, therefore, no 
protection against modification or can- 
cellation of the credit. 

The irrevocable credit, by which 
the buyer’s bank will guarantee abso- 
lutely that. the drafts will be honored 
if the conditions of the credit are per- 
formed. This credit will be issued in 
two: forms—the circular negotiation form, 
which will ‘permit the seiler to nego- 


— his drafts with any bank, and the- 


— advised form, which will 
ob ige him to present his draft at the 
bank advising him at. the opening of 
the credit. 

3. The confirmed irrevocable credit, 

rhich will offer the seller a twofold 
guarantee—that of the buyer’s bank 
which. opens the credit and that of the 
domestic bank which advises him-of the 
establishment of the credit. 

A standard form on‘which the buyer 
is to apply for a credit and guarantee 
the bank reimbursement has also been 
adopted; likewise standard.forms to he 
used»by banks fn advising sellers of the 
opening of credits.

Assets Put at $250,000—-Accused of

The Stock Exchange firm of Carpender, | 
Caffry & Co., 74 Broadway, which had 
been charged with making “‘ nullifica- 
tion’ sales to help B. D. Dier & Co. 
carry on a bucketshop business, was sus- 
pended by the Exchange yesterday, after 
which a petition in bankruptcy was 
filed. Joseph W. Spencer, attorney for 


the firm, made the following statement 
last night:

Exchange in quepenning the , firm, Ba 
seemed desirable to some. creditors to 
file a. petition in bankruptcy. in order to 
conserve the assets of. the firm and for 
thé protection of the firm's customers 
and others interested. . It is quite prob- 
able that the firm’s affairs will be 
liquidated in a very satisfactory’ man- 
ner, and continuation is contemplated as 
soon a8 arrangements can be made to 
dispose of the difficulties arising . under 
the present situation.’

Charges against the firm in correction 
with the Dier case became public at the 
Dier bankruptcy hearing before Referee 
Seaman Miller, 2 Rector Street, on May 
5, when Bernard J. Reis, an expert ac- 
countant of 43 Exchange Place, was 
allowed under the liberal rules of evi- 
dence prevailing at the bankruptcy hear- 
ing to give his deductions and repeat 
hearsay as well as to testify to facts. 

Mr. Reis oh that occasion gave it as 
his opinion that Carpender, Caffry & 
Co. had violated the Steck Exchange 
rule forbidding member firms to deal 
with .bucketshops.
